On March 8, 1962, |.. l 

Bureau of Special Services, New York City Police Depart- 
ment, furnished the following information concerning 
events which occurred during the evening of March J, 1962. 
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At 6:40 p.m., approximately 800 individuals 
representing the Americans for Democratic Action, Students 
for a Democratic Society, and the Youth Organizing Committee 
Against the Ultra-Right Rally began to picket outside 
Madison Square Garden, 50th Street and 8th Avenue, New 
York City, where a rally sponsored by the Young Americans 
for Freedom was held with approximately 18,000 individuals 
in attendance. 

The above 800 pickets Increased to about 1200 
by 8 p.m. They picketed the Young Americans for Freedom 
rally until about 8:30 p.m. at which time they departed 
for St. Nicholas Arena, 69 West 66th Street, New York 
City, in order to attend a rally sponsored by the 
Americans for Democratic Action In opposition to the 
Young Americans for Freedom.

Young Americans for Freed om Rally. However, according to 
I 1 plan to lease the Palm Gardens 

Ballroom had been cancelled in favor of the Youth Organizing 
Committee Against the Ultra-Right Rally (YOC) joining 
forces with the Americans for Democratic Action to 
attend the Americans for Democratic Action Rally at St. 
Nicholas Arena, New York City, and also picket against 
the Young Americans for Freedom Rally. 

On March 8, 1962, a source, who has furnish ed 
reliable information in the past, advised that I 1 
had stated on March 6, 1962, that he had circulated a 
press release on March 5i 1962, which set forth that the 
Liberation Committee for Africa was withdrawing from 
participation In any demonstration against the Young 
Americans for Freedom. 

According to the source, I 1 stated that the 
reason for the Liberation Committee for Africa's with¬ 
drawal was the Americans for Democratic Action's takeover 
of his "brainchild," the YOC, and also because the 
Socia list Wo rkers Party had secured domination cf the 
YOC. I 1 also stated that some African nationalist 
groups based in the Harlem area, who had originally 
intended to picket trie Young Americans for Freedom 
Rally, had lost interest because of the Socialist Workers 
Party's domination of the YOC and the non-appearance 
of Molshe Tshombe at the Young Americans for Freedom 

Rally (JCM 

The Socialist Workers Party has been designated

NATIONAL RENAISSANCE PARTY 

On May 1, 1961, a source stated that the National 
Renaissance Party (NRP) is an anti-Semitic, anti-Christian, 
anti-Negro and neo-Fa3cist organization, with activities 
generally confined to the Nev; York City area. It was 
founded In 19^9 by James H. Madole, who is in complete 
control of the Party. The Party's main function is 
distribution of the "National Renaissance Bulletin" 
on a monthly basis and distribution of pro-Arab 
literature obtained from official Arab establishments 
in New York City. 

The source further advised that the headquarters 
for the NRP is located in the residence of James H. 

Madole at 10 West 90th Street, New York City. 

The Un-American Activities Committee of the 
United States House of Representatives in a Preliminary 
Report dated December 17, 195^* stated "National 
Renaissance Party activities and propaganda are clearly 
subversive and un-American."

A source advised on February 27, 1959, that GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL, of Arlington, Virginia, had held an 
organizational meeting of the World Union of Free Enter¬ 
prises National Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence on 
February 26, 1959* 

Six persons were present and they, according to 
the source, comprised the beginning of an officer corps of 
the organization, ROCKWELL told those present, that the 
WUFENS would be an international movement, but that the 
section of the organization in the United States would be 
known as the American Party of the WUFENS. 

ROCKWELL, on March 26, 1959, furnished to Special 
Agents of the FBI, a copy of the program of the WUFENS 
Btating that he expects to become President of the United 
States through the organization's platform. The main tenets 
of the WUFENS, as reflected in the program, call for 
migration of Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution 
of all Jews guilty of Communist and 2ionlst treason. 

A second source advised on August 8, 19ol, that 
the main activity of the organization. In furtherance of 
these objectives, had consisted of picketings with anti- 
Jewish and anti-Negro placards and talks by ROCKWELL 
attacking Jews as traitors to the United States. The 
headquarters of the American Nazi Party is located at 
928 North Randolph Street, Arlington, Virginia.

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (FPCC ) 

The April 6, I960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, 

"What Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the FPCC. 

This advertisement announced tne formation of the FPCC 
in New York City, listed various sponsors of the Committee 
and declared the FPCC Intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralise the distorted 
American press on Cuban affairs. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
State s Senate Internal Security S ubcommittee on January 10, 
1961 , j | iden tified himself as one 

of the org anizers of the FPCC. Also, I 1 

Identifi ed/ l as a co-organizer of the FPCC 

and said/ \ drafted the aforementioned FPC C adver tisement. 

I ^ further testified that he and ^ 1 obtained 

$3,600 from the Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about 31,100 
collected from supporters of the FPCC, paid for the cost 
of aforementioned advertisement in "The New York Times." 


On October 3, I960, a source advised that the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) In New York had become 
active in the FPCC, and that SWP members, in a recent 
FPCC election, nad been able to remove several Communist 
Party members who were on the Executive Eoard of the FPCC 
and gain control of the organization. Thi3 source asserted 
that the SWP members believed that they had achieved a 
great influence in the course of the Cuban revolution 
through their control of the FPCC. 

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised 
that PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and 
member of the National Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly 
stated recently that the FPCC had been captured by the 
Trotskyltes, but that the CP had not given up in the FPCC. 

The SWP and the CP, USA, have been designated 
by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to 
Executive Order 10450.

The 
source stated that Lewis took a stand favorable to the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities (HCUA) while 
Forer argued in favor of the abolition of this committee,

The main tenets 
of the WUFENS, as reflected In the program, call for 
migration of Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution 
of all Jews guilty of Communist and Zionist treason. 

A second source advised on August 8, 1961 , that 
the main activity of the organization, in furtherance of 
these objectives, had consisted of picketings with antl- 
Jewish and anti-Negro placards and talks by ROCKWELL 
attacking Jews as traitors to the United States. The 
headquarters of the American Nazi Party is located at 
928 North Randolph Street, Arlington, Virginia. 
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FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE (FPCC ) 


The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, 

"What Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the FPCC. 

This advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC 
in New York City, listed various sponsors of the Committee 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press on Cuban affairs.

NOTE: Correspondent is not identifiable in Bufiles. Bufile 100-434516 
contains a pamphlet issued by the Young Americans for Freedom (YAFF) 
which states that this organization was established at a national conference 
of conservative students and youth leaders held at Sharon, Connecticut, during 
September, 1960. Its tasks are to enlist members from every campus 
and every community and to organize programs which will develop local 
conditions and which will achieve local conservative objectives. It is noted, 
however, that according to an article in the March 15, 1961, issue of the 
"Journal-American," this organization has taken issue with 
President Kennedy's Peace Corps program. F. J. Baumgardn er to 
Belmont memo dated 4/13/61 indicates that one I l admitted 

being a full-time paid organizer of the John Birch Society (JBS) and 
that his job is organizing Young Americans for Freedom groups on college 
campuses. Since we are cognizant of the fact that theiemay be a correlation 
between the JBS and the YAFF, requests for Bureau publications from 
members of the latter group are being discouraged.

Young Americans For Freedom was founded at a 
conference in Sharon, Connecticut on September 9-11, 
I960. Over 100 delegates, representing 44 colleges, 
universities and communities from 24 states, met 
to seek ways and means of mobilizing the growing 
Conservative sentiment among America’s youth 
toward political education and action. The result 
of these deliberations is Young Americans For Free¬ 
dom (YAF). The purposes of the organization are 
expressed in the Sharon Statement, which was 
adopted at the conference. By-Laws for governing 
the new organization were drafted and approved. 
Officers were elected to provide leadership for the 
now group.

THE SHARON 
STATEMENT 

IN THIS TIME of moral and political crisis, it is 
the responsibility of the youth of America to affirm 
certain eternal truths, 

We, as young conservatives, believe: • 

That foremost among the transcendent values is the 
individual’s use of his God-given free will, whence , 
derives his right to be free from the restrictions of 
arbitrary force; 

That liberty is indivisible, and that political freedom 
cannot long exist without economic freedom; 

That the purposes of government are to protect 
theso freedoms through the preservation of internal 
order, the provision of national defense, and the 
administration of justice; 

That when government ventures beyond these right¬ 
ful functions, it accumulates power which tends to 
diminish order and liberty; 

That the Constitution of the United States is the 
best arrangement yet devised for empowering gov¬ 
ernment to fulfill its proper role, while restraining 
it from the concentration and abuse of power; 

That the genius of the Constitution — the division 
of powers — is summed up in the clause which re¬ 
serves primacy to the several states, or to the people, 
in those spheres not specifically delegated to the 
Federal Government;

That wo will be free only so long as the national 
sovereignty of the United States is secure; that 
history shows periods of freedom are rare, und can 
exist only when free citizens concertedly defend 
their rights against all enemies;

That the United States should stress victory over, 
rather than coexistence with, this menace; and 

That American foreign policy must be judged by 
this criterion: does it serve the just interests of the 
United States? 


SINCE YAF was organizer), tremendous strides have 
been made. Our organization has developed a nation¬ 
wide membership and active chapters in every state 
of the Union. 

• The organization of YAF and its rapid growth has 
caught the imagination of the entire American pub¬ 
lic. Every major publication in the United States 
has carried stories, articles and reports on YAF. 
This interest has helped to stimulate other young 
Americans throughout the nation towards conserva¬ 
tive action. It has also given heart to the entire 
conservative movement in the United States, of which 
YAF is now an integral and vital part. 

Although YAF encourages planning and implementa¬ 
tion of the programs on local levels — on the campus 
and in the community — our national headquarters 
has stimulated and participated in various programs 

_ and projects. As an indication of this type of activ¬ 
ity, we cite a few instances: 

... In .January of 1961 — just four months after 
its organization — YAF sponsored a mass public 
demonstration in Washington in support of the House 
Committee on Un-American Activities. To make this 
demonstration more meaningful, YAF has consis¬ 
tently supported HUAC and has urged, its member 
chapters to carry on all local activities possible to 
back the work and the continuation of a strong House 
Committee on Un-American 'Activities. . 
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.. . On March 3, YAF had its first National Awards 
Rally in Now York City. Newspapers called this the 
greatest conservative meeting ever held in that area. 
Senator Barry Goldwater made the major address. 
YAF National Awards for contributions to the con¬ 
servative movement and to American youth were pre¬ 
sented to Mr, Herbert V. Kohler; Professor Russell 
Kirk; Miss Tnylor Caldwell; Mr. Eugene Pulliam; 
Mr. William F. Buckley, Jr.; the Republic of China; 
tho House Committee on Un-American Activities; 
and Mr. George Sokolsky. 


... When the organisation of the Peace Corps was 
announced, YAF took an active part in making its 
views known. YAF participated in the first Washing¬ 
ton Conference of the Peace Corps and promoted 
and advocated various proposals which stressed the 
need for security clearance for all Peace Corps par¬ 
ticipants and also for training in the fundamentals 
of tho free enterprise system, before Peace Corps- 
men were sent abroad. Various Congressional leaders 
have informed YAF that their participation in this 
conforcnce spotlighted the lack of sufficient planning 
in tho original Peace Corps proposals, 


...YAF hus been in tho forefront in stimulating 
the organization of ad hoc youth groups aimed toward 
the achievement of specific purposes. Among such 
groups have been the Committee for an Effective 
Peace Corps; the Student Committee for Congres¬ 
sional Autonomy (to support HUAC) ; the Student 
Committee for a Free Cuba; the Committee for a 
Responsible National Students' Organization (to 
help reform tho National Student Association). In 
addition, YAF cooperates fully with such other 
organizations as the Committee Of One Million 
(Against the Admission of Communist China to the 
United Nations) in carrying out specific programs, 
such as circulating petitions against the appease¬ 
ment of Red China. 


. .. YAF has testified before various Congressional 
Committees on legislation which would affect youth 
and the economic life of the nation. YAF directors 
and members have spoken to groups of Americans 
in every section of the country— about conservatism, 
about the need for action against statism at home 
and communism abroad. Through such action, YAF 
has helped train and give experience to young Amer¬ 
icans who will take an even more active part in the 
politicul life of their nation in the years to come.

9-11, 1960. Over 100 delegates, representing 44 
colleges, universities and communities from 24 states, 
met to seek ways and means of mobilizing the grow¬ 
ing Conservative sentiment among America's youth 
toward political education and action. The result of 
these deliberations is Young Americans For Free¬ 
dom (YAF). The purposes of the organization are 
expressed in the Sharon Statement, which was 
adopted at the conference. By-Laws for governing 
the new organization were drafted and approved. 
Officers were elected to provide leadership for the 
new group. YAF was on its way. 

The organization of YAF and its rapid growth 
lias caught the imagination of the entire American 
public. Every major publication in the United States 
has carried stories, articles and reports on YAF. 
This interest has helped to stimulate other young 
Americans throughout the nation towards conser¬ 
vative action. It has also given heart to the entire 
conservative movement in the United States, of 
which YAF is now an integral and vital part. 

YAF is bucking a tremendous Liberal opposi¬ 
tion which is well financed and has the experience 
of almost thirty years of activity among the youth 
of our nation.

In the fall of 1961 on the campuses of many of 
Indiana's colleges and universities a revolt broke out 
against the stagnated philosophy of Collectivism.

That foremost among the transcendent values is the 
individual's use of his Cud-Riven Ircc will, whence de¬ 
rives Ins right to be free from the restrictions of arbitrary 
force; 

That liberty is indivisible, and that political freedom 
cannot long exist without economic freedom; 

That the purposes of government arc to protect these 
freedoms through the preservation of internal order, the 
provision of nalion.il defense, and the administration of 
justice; 

That when government ventures beyond these rightful 
functions it accumulates power which tends to diminish 
order and liberty; 

That the Constitution of the United States is the best 
arrangement yet devised for empowering government to 
fulfill its proper role, while restraining it from the con¬ 
centration and abuse of power; 

That the genius of the Constitution • the division ol 
powers • is summed up in the clause which reserves pri¬ 
macy to the several states, or to the people, in those 
spheres not specifically delegated to the Federal Govern¬ 
ment: 

That the market economy, allocating resources by the 
Ircc play of supply and demand, is the single economic 
system compatible with the requirements of personal Ircc- 
dom and eonstilutiunal government, and that it is at the 
same time the most productive supplier of human needs; 

That when government interferes with the work of 
the market economy, it tends to reduce the moral and 
physical strength of the nation; that when it takes from 
one man to bestow on another, it diminishes the incentive 
of the first, the integrity of the second, and the moral 
autonomy of both; 

That wc will be free so long as the national sovereignty 
of the United States is secure; that history shows periods 
of freedom are rare, and can exist only when free cititens 
conccrtcdly defend their rights against all enemies; 

That the forces of international Communism, arc, at 
present, the greatest single threat to these liberties; 

That the United States should stress victory over, 
rather than co-existence with, this menace; and 

That American foreign policy must be judged by this 
criterion: does it serve the just interests of the United 
States.

We, as young conservatives, believe: 

That our traditional freedoms are derived from 
those God-given inalienable rights which have been 
guaranteed by the Constitution of the United States; 

That if the United States of America is to con¬ 
tinue to prosper and remain the master of her own 
destiny, Americans must be strong; 

That American freedoms are best preserved 
under the constitutional republic system of govern¬ 
ment established by the men who won our liberty 
and freedom in a revolution;

However, we never thought of the professor again until several years 
later when the Albuquerque Journal in its issue of January 24, 1959, 
came out on page 15, with an article " State No Laggard ...Now Mexico 
Advanced In Aid to Mentally Ill But Not All Needs Met". The article 
started with the following!

tally ill, at the University

I have before me a report from a congressman taken from the 
files of the HUAC, which report is dated December 16, 1959* showing fur¬ 
ther information on this professor, including some of his personal histor 

Every effort was made by certain of us New Mexicans to get a 
bill through our last Legislature in the winter and spring of 1961, to 
have the University investigated immediately, for we had had direct in¬ 
formation that there was shortly to be a move by the Government to trans¬ 
fer at least a goodly portion of the Univ. of California secret nuclear 
activities to the Univ. of New Mexico, which in ray language would be to 
give it to the bulwork of the Communist party in America. The bill un¬ 
fortunately was killed in Committee. I hope it is not too late to have 
the HUAC Committee promptly Investigate the University of New Mexico, 
and try and save at least some of our vital secret nuclear program 
which may be still in the process of transferral to the University.

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Who Sets Steel Prices In the US?... 

The President, United StateB Steel, or the American consumers? 

In appraising the recent steel price hlke l Presldent Kennedy states, "A tiny 
handful of steel executives whose pursuit of private power and profit exceeds their 
sense of public responsibility" have shown "utter contempt for the interests of 
185 million Americans." 

Does the President really believe that these were the motives of the steel 
executives? Upon second look, there appears to be no question that the steel industry 
is faced with the necessity of modernizing so as to meet rising competition. Even 
Walter Llppman, though he objects to the way in which the action was taken, agrees 
that a price hike may be Justified. 

Actually, in Ylew of the problem of inflation and rising competition, we can't 
see how either labor or Management has been right. '.It seems to us that an honest, 
non-political assessment would call for retrenchment on the part of both. — 

Certainly the President's statements were not Justified, hut were Just another 
demonstration of hew quick and violent the response can be against the free enter¬ 
prise, capitalistic Right by the New Frontier Left. 

Can’t you Just see the Communists making bales and bales of propaganda hay out 
of the President's remarks for years to cornel I! 
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PLUMBING THE ATTITUDES 

Extraordinary circumstances often are instrumental in revealing the true 
qualities and beliefs of a person or political faction. Thus the Korean War has 
told us something of the deterioration of the moral fiber of our nation, when we 
consider the high percentage of communist collaborators among the American 
prisoners of war. Likewise the international cold war has revealed the retreating 
attitude of some American politicians toward private enterprise. 

Though one is usually left in doubt as to the commitment of the New Deal 
liberal toward private enterprise here at home, hla reflections on the merits of 
the system with reference to other nations are enlightening. For instance, Arthur 
Schleainger, Jr., admlnlitratlve assistant to President Kennedy, stated in a round- 

, table duscuaslon that capitalism vas "dead" everywhere except in the United Stat es. V 

When asked the cause of its "death," he replied, "It died of Itself. There 13 much 
to what the Marxists used to say about capitalism containing the seed3 of its own 
destruction." He also declared that "freedom-loving Americans look wistfully to 
Russia" because of the "faults and injustices" in the capitalistic system. 

Dr. E. R. Smith, panelist on the winter quarter News Forum, in answer to a 
proposal that ve do more toward exporting a firm belief in our ovn private enterprise 
way of life, categorically Btated that private enterprise cannot work in such countries 
as India and Ghana because it cannot do the Job necessary to feed the people of these 
countries (He thereby completely disregarded the modern history of state-operated vs. 
private-operated farm economies.) 

And what are the results of such advocations? A Mexican intellectual writing 
in the U.S. News and World Repor t (February 12, 1962) states that Mexico's march 
toward socialism has been abetted by the example of many of our own policies at 
home and by the statements and urgings of American political spokesmen and professors 
who have lectured south of the border. 

Hans Sermholz, chairman of the economics department, Grover City (Pa.) College, 
writes that under "New Frontier leadership, the liquidation of Western influence in 
all parts of the globe proceeds at an accelerating rate. Blinded by Marxian and 
Leninist dialectics, our New Frontier statesmen mean to oppose colonial tyranny, 
while in reality they promote the tyranny of Asian and African collectivism. Meaning 
to promote freedom and self-determination they help to destroy the Western law and 
order that effectively safeguards life, liberty and property. Meaning to stem the 
rise of communism, they promote its growth through European withdrawal and liquidation. 

In essence, by denying our heritage and reflecting a lack of faith in our way of 
life, we are actually contributing to a mass collectivist movement that can only 
enhance the powers of Blg - Statlem throughout the world. This is not moving in the 
right direction. 

One CBnnot but be Impressed by the attitude of many persons that the private 
enterprise system is on its way out. We should all plumb our own attitudes toward 
our way of life and consider the fact that the concepts of private property and 
ownership have been an essential part of the fabric and tradition of our society--one 
which has enabled-us to achieve the highest degree of individual liberty ever realized 
by men in a complex society. We cannot expect our free enterprise system to prevail 
unless we view and support it as on enduring way of life. Given a willingness on our 
part to act with love, to accept certain standards and codes of behaviour that have 
served us veil in the past, and to have faith in voluntary efforts at diversified 
solutions, we will prevail.

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How many of the'above resolution* do you know anything abodtT let the BSA 
passes these off as the opinions of the students of the United States. (See U5NSA 
Constitution Preamble: "We the students of the United States of Amerloa...") 
(Emphasis added.) In effect, they are trying to force you Into your opinion. It 
is my oonvlotlon that such resolutions have no place in an organization that la 
supposed to be a forum for finding out how other student governments handle their 
campus problems. It might not be as serious if NSA devoted only a very small amount 
of time to Issues directly affecting students, but Issues such as the above seem 
to be the main reason why students go to the congresses. I think all students 
should have an opinion on the Issues presented In the Codification of Policy. Yet 
I cannot see how It Is either possible or necessary to boll down all of this student 
opinion Into one simple resolution. 

When an organization becomes so powerful In an area where It has no reason for 
existing, then It Is time for a change. This Is similar In one respect to the 
John Birch Society. The alms of the Society may be very good, but the net results 
It has accomplished are not consistent with those alms. On this basis the Birch 
Soc-ity has been condemned. So It is with NSA. It has become so ooncerned with 
national and International Issues that It has almost forgotten its original purposes 
Therefore, we should not support an organization such as NSA. Iowa State University 
should get out of NSA as soon as possible.

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THE MYTH OF FEDERAL CONTROL 

The most disturbing part of the controversy over federal aid to education Is 
the large number of people who have been taken In by the socialistic propagandists 
who say, "Federal aid does not necessarily mean federal control." This Is one of 
the most popular cliches, and undoubtedly the most absurd, that the advocates 
of the monolithic centralized government shower upon the American public. Federal 
aid has never existed without federal control and It never will. 

Whenever agent A provides B with any form of aid, he acquires control over B. 

As the first step in gaining control, A can require B to meet certain qualifications 
in order to receive aid. Secondly, when the aid Is continued ever a period of time, 

A can threaten to withdraw the aid unless B meets certain requirements. 

The federal government already has and will continue to operate in this s&mt 
manner. With money taken from the community, school systems are bribed to conform 
to a federal standard In order to get back the money which they should have had In 
the first place. Eventually the schools will come to rely more and mere on federal 
aid, sinnee this will be the easiest way of obtaining money; and, if the federal 
government taxes the Individual to the hilt, it may be the only way. Finally, they 
will reach the point where It is impossible to operate without federal aid.. At 
this point the government will have control of curricula, textbooks, teachers' 
salaries, and buildings. The local school board will be powerless to act, since 
any violation of federal regulations will result in a stoppage of funds, without 
which the school then cannot operate. 

This description Is not fantasy. The process of federal takeover has already 
begun in the instances where the government is now giving federal aid to schools. 

Dr. V. Raymond Edman, President of Wheaton College, Wheaton, Illinois, has said 
that "whoever pays the bill vill call the tune." An administrator of an eastern 
college recently wrote an article describing the mass of federal regulations and 
red tape that accompanied the aid his school received. Many decisions had to be 
cleared by bureaucrats in Washington who know nothing about education. The college 
in question decided to get out before it was too late. They no longer receive 
federal aid. Just recently it was announced that federal aid will be cut off from 
all segregated schools. Thle Is an example of federal control by the threat of 
withdrawing aid. —-- - . - 

At this point Bomeone Is bound to say, "But this is good! The government 
should act in this case." Regrettably, there are many people like this who believe 
that federal control is the best control. They lose sight of the fact that the 
decision of right and wrong will be made not by the people, but by a bureaucracy, 

' a federal bureaucracy which is composed of political pors who have been rewarded 
for their service to a political party--not to the people of the United States. 

These are men who will have no qualms about buying votes with tnelr decisions. 

True, there will be times when a majority of the people will agree with a decision 
of this bureaucracy, and these instances will be publicized ad infinitum. However, 
the fact still remains that decisions will be made, not on a moral basis, but on a 
political basis. Party faithfuls will be rewarded and the unfalthfuls will fare poorly. 

It seems hard to believe that many people could actually believe the myth of 
"federal aid without federal control." It would seem likely that many are deluding 
themselves into believing that federal control won’t be so bad after all. History 
however does not hear this out.

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WHAT ABOUT NSA? 

In the February 2, 1962, issue of the Conservative View, I wrote an article 
entitled, "Should EU Support NSA?". During the next few weeks there was lively 
discussion on the topic of NSA. In a letter to the student body on March 23, 1962, 
Mr. Riohard Gimer, then Student Body President, attempted to state EU's position 
with reference to NSA. In my opinion he did not clarify the issue, but only 
confused students and tried to discredit me. He did not answer my charges. My 
position has not changed; I think that EU should get out of NSA and the sooner 
the better. 


Below I will amplify my original charges. My primary source of information 
is the USNSA Codification of Policy 1961-62. I would urge every one of you to get 
this document by writing USNSA, 3457 Chestnut St., Philadelphia U, Pa. 

Charge It The NSA organization on this and most campuses Is weak. Mr. Gimer 
admits this on page 7 of his letter. This is further amplified by asking yourself: 
Before this recent publicity, had I ever heard of NSA7 

Charge 2: NSA Is controlled by the national and regional officers. Article IV, 
Sec. E, Part 3 of the USNSA Constitution: "The National Executive Co-nr.ittee (NEC) 
shall enact by a two-thirds vote emergency policies when such declaims trf \ he 
required by limned late and Imperative problems arising in the periou between annual 
sessions of the congress." (Emphasis added.) In the Codification cxollc. for 
1961-62 are Hated 13 resolutions passed by the 14th Congress and 65 resolutions 
passed by the National Executive Committee. Such emergencies were: Nuclear 
Testing and Disarmament (page 107), New York City Municipal College Tuition (page 
65) and Encouragement of Political Parties on Campus (page 99)* (These were 
emergencies?!) In effect, the delegates bo the national courresfiee are passing 
their legislative authority to the NEC. Not only dees the NEC have the power to 
poss legislation, but It can also maneuver around the only check on thi6 power, viz. 
the congress veto. This is shown In part 6 of the above article in the constitution: 
"The NEC shall serve as the Steering Committee of the Congress." By misusing thin 
power, the NEC can easily control the debate and resolutions at the national congresses. 
This means that you the students of Iowa State or any other university have very 
little to say about the operation and resolutions of NSA. 

Charge 3- The NSA definition of student issues is too broad. There seems to 
be no prudent limit to the subjects to be discussed at the national congresses. 

To me this Is the most serious of the charges. Below I have listed some of the

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VICTORY AT SUMMIT CONFERENCES ??? 


A basic tenet of education Is that one learns from experience. This Is 
one reason for studying history. Our mistakes and successes should be used as 
guides for future actions. Consequently, It should be Instructive to collect 
the results of the seven summit conferences that the leaders of our government 
have participated In with the leaders of Communism. 

Here they are: 

TEHERAN, Iran, November 19^3• Roosevelt met with Stalin; he reported to Congress 
that he "got along fine with Stalin." It was agreed that Allied aid be shifted 
from Mlchailovltch to Tito. This ensured the birth of a Communist Yugoslavia. 
Eastern Poland was handed to Stalin and the Soviets were given the use of the 
Chinese port of Dairen, thus veakenlng National China. 

YAUTA,...Crimea, February 19^5* Roosevelt agreed that Poland's east border be the 
Curzon line, leaving the rest to the USSR -- Poland was given a slice of Germany 
as compensation -- Further^ FDR agreed that communism be introduced Into the Polish 
provisional government and Stalin could romp over the Baltic states. These were 
the death sentences for independent nations. In the Far East the Soviets were 
given control of "independent" Outer Mongolia and complete control over Chinese 
Manchuria. The US also agreed to the veto In the UN Security Council (as of 
January 1962 Russia had used the veto 99 times while the United States has 
never used It). We also gave Russia three votes to our one in the UN Assembly. 


POTSDAM,July-August 19*0* This conference confirmed previous concessions. Stalin, 
with Truman’s knowledge, intentionally stalled off a Japanese attempt to end 
World War II three weeks before the dropping of the first atomic bomb In Hiro¬ 
shima . It was here that Truman accepted the Oder-Neisse line as Poland's west 
frontier,which contained about nine million Germans. He made.a serious blunder 
when he failed to obtain a written agreement from the USSR for free access to the 
Western zones of Berlin. This has resulted In the present Berlin crisis. 



GENEVA, July 1955* Eisenhower unilaterally gave Marshal Zhukov his "promise as 
a soldier" that the US would never attadk the USSR. The Russians were silent; 
with their fear removed, they speedily moved into the Middle East. The Soviets 
called for a withdrawal of Western troops from European countries and the creation 
of the collective security system In Europe. The purpose of the meeting was the 
discussion of disarmament and unification of Germany. As expected, we wer'e 
unable to obtain satisfaction on either subject. 

CAMP DAVID, September 1959. The least disastrous of the seven conferences. We 
find Khrushchev,(the man who pulled the strings in the murder of thousands of 
Hungarians) asking us to call him "friend". He departed with the idea that the 
President would permit him to correct the "abnormal" situation at Berlin by 
ousting the Allied garrisons. 


PARE, i 960 . Any hope of success of this meeting was torpedoed before it started. 
Khrushchev's noise induced thePresident to announce that we were calling off 
further U-2 intelligence flights over the USSR! The capture of Powers and the 
U-2 may have made further flights Inadvisable. However, was it wise not to keep 
Mr. K in the dark about American Intentions?

VIENNA, June 3> 1961. Unmindful of his campaign promises, President Kennedy agreed 
to a Summit Conference under the pretext of wanting to get better acquainted with the 
Russian boas. Subsequent military action In Laos indicated that Khrushchev emerged 
as the winner. At dawn June 7, Conmunlst-led forces blasted away a cease-fire 
in the Jungles of Iaos. Kennedy told the people on TV, Immediately after his 


return, that "No new aims were stated in private that had not been stated in 


public on either side"

Immediately after Kennedy'• atateaent, <Tass released two dlplamtlc notes 
Khrushchev bad handed Kennedy. One was on disarmament, the other on Berlin. The 
ultimatum was "a period not exceeding six months" for a settlement on Berlin, 
and recognition of East Germany, after which "we would have to sign a treaty" with 
East Germany. What did we get out of ltT Mr. Khrushchev paid Jacqueline compli¬ 
ments. 

William Shirer1 in his The Rise and Fall of the Third Reich ,states that at 
the Munloh conference, "Hitler sensed that both England and France would go to 
almost any length to preserve 'peace'. Germany waa In no position to go to war 
with Cteohoelovokla and France and Britain, not to mention Russia. Had aha dona 
so, she would bare been quickly and easily defeated, and that would hare been the 
end of the Third Reich*" 

One question naturally emerges: When will we learn that appeasement and 
pad float lan only leads to enchroachment and ultimate tragedy! 

With rumors of mare talks, whether In Vienna, Moscow, Washington or else¬ 
where, one cannot help question the wisdom of Sumalt Conferences.

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A LESSON IN SOCIALISM 





A s a teacher in the public schools, I find 
k that the socialist-communist idea of tak¬ 
ing "from each according to his ability,’’ and 
giving “to each according to his need” is now 
generally accepted without question by most 
of our pupils. In an effort to explain the fallacy 
in this theory, I sometimes try this approach 
with my pupils: 

When one of the brighter or harder-work¬ 
ing pupils makes a grade of 95 on a test, I sug¬ 
gest that I take away 20 points and give them 
to a student who has made only 55 points on 
his test. Thus each would contribute according 
to his ability and—since both would have a 
passing mark—each would receive according 
to his need. After I have juggled the grades of 
all the other pupils in this fashion, the result is 
usually a "common ownership" grade of be¬ 
tween 75 and 80 — the minimum needed for 
passing, or for survival. Then I speculate with 
the pupils as to the probable results if I actual¬ 
ly used the socialistic theory for grading 
papers. 

First, the highly productive pupils—and 
they are always a minority in school as well as 
in life—would soon lose all incentive for pro¬ 
ducing. Why strive to make a high grade if 
part of it is taken from you by “authority” and 
given to someone else? 


Second, the less productive pupils—a ma¬ 
jority in school as elsewhere—would, for a 
time, be relieved of the necessity to study or 
to produce. This socialist-communist system 
would continue until the high producers had 
sunk—or had been driven down—to the level 
of the low producers. At that point, in order 
for anyone to survive, the "authority" would 
have no alternative but to begin a system of 
compulsory labor and punishments against 
even the low producers. They, of course, 
would then complain bitterly, but without 
understanding. 

Finally I return the discussion to the ideas 
of freedom and enterprise—the market econ¬ 
omy — where each person has freedom of 
choice and is responsible for his own decisions 
and welfare. 

Gratifyingly enough, most of my pupils 
then understand what I mean when I explain 
that socialism—even in a democracy—will 
eventually result in a living-death for all ex¬ 
cept the "authorities" and a few of their 
favorite lackeys.

-*■ whether or not you realize it, 
are the rich earth which the Com¬ 
munist conspirator hopes to till. 
Your mind is the soil in which he 
hopes to implant alien seed. Your 
subsequent acts are the products 
whose growth he strives to direct. 
The harvest which he seeks is the 
destruction of our democratic 
processes of government. 

What then, can you, the college 
student, do about Communism? 
Awareness of danger is the first 
requisite to combating that dan¬ 
ger. First, then, know your enemy. 
That necessitates learning what 
Communism really means, not 
what its apologists say it means. 

How is one to separate truth 
from propaganda? I can only 3ay, 
“Set yourself the task of develop¬ 
ing a free mind—a mind which 
seeks facts." Such a mind accepts 
neither the minority version nor 
the majority version; it seeks and 
considers evidence. It is not satis¬ 
fied until irrefutable evidence 
points out the road which leads to¬ 
ward irrevocable truth. 

When you have learned every¬ 
thing possible from the experience 
of those who have escaped from 
“Utopia”—where they learned the 
bitter difference between promise 
and reality—then steep yourself in 
the history of America. Go back to 
the heart and soul of its origins. 


Read the documents, books, and 
letters of the immortal giants who, 
with faith and prayer and ideal¬ 
ism, shaped and molded a form of 
government which is a continuous 
expression of faith in the individ¬ 
ual. There you will learn that true 
Americanism is an act of faith— 
an overwhelming belief that in¬ 
dividual man, with God’s help, is 
an intelligent being capable of 
self-rule. That faith is essential to 
the continuance of the American 
form of government. 

In its simplest terms, the strug¬ 
gle lies between the spiritual and 
the material. The Communist 
seeks to rob you of your birth¬ 
right by destroying your faith in 
our republic. The mess of pottage 
which he offers in tempting the 
weak, the shallow, and the short¬ 
sighted, is the illusory promise of 
material security—the security of 
the slave. The Communist offen¬ 
sive must never be underestimat¬ 
ed for that promise has seduced 
millions of people and the ulti¬ 
mate objective is to swing all the 
peoples of the globe into the Com¬ 
munist orbit. Like the confidence

kill." Diligently and indiscrimi¬ 
nately he pours his corrosive acid 
of disunity, hatred, and discontent 
over the worker, the professor, the 
artisan, the student.

Comunism is the antithesia of 
Christianity. To endorse Commu¬ 
nism is to deny all the tenets of 
Christianity—the great teachings 
which have guided our civilization 
during the dark ages of mankind's 
long, upward climb toward the 
light You can be Christian. 

Communism is immoral. The 
Communist teaches that the end 
justifies the means. You can live 
positively. You can promote the 
dynamic morality which is essen¬ 
tial to the preservation of a free 
nation. 

Communism seeks "fronts.” 
Don’t provide protective coloring 
for subversive organizations by be¬ 
ing an indiscriminate "joiner”. 
Ascertain the ultimate objectives 
of groups which mouth platitudes 
and espouse causes before you 
lend the strength of your name to 
their petitions and their rolls. 

Communism feeds on ignorance. 
Be informed. Never yield to the 
disastrous luxury of emotional or 
"fuzzy” thinking. Stick to the 
facta. 


Communism seeks change. It 
would make the state the master 
and the individual the slave. You, 
therefore, need to gain a true un¬ 
derstanding of the republic in 
which the individual ia the key. 
Our form of government is only os 
good as the people in it Conse¬ 
quently, it cannot be perfect. But 
active and intelligent effort has 
made it function in such a man¬ 
ner that it has been the marvel 
and the envy of the world. You 
hold the future in your hands. Be ^ 
a crusader for democracy. 

Communism lives on lies. It cor¬ 
rodes honor, destroys integrity, 
and subverts all the qualities 
which combine in an individual to 
make him, in the truest sense, a 
man. Wherever there is an honest 
man, there is an island of strength. 
Live honorably. 

Lastly, Communism wears a 
cloak of many colors. Learn to 
recognise those colors, and no act 
of yours will tend to bring to fru¬ 
ition the destructive harvest which 
the Communist seeks, and toward 
which all his efforts are bent.

This group 
accidentally met another picketing unit, the YAP, which 
also carried signs urging stronger action by President 
KENNEDY and elimination of the CASTRO threat.

"disappointed we didn't invade 
Cuba. * He fears that "other weapons 
will be brought In’* v i replace the 
ones removed and urged on-sight 
inspection, should it become neces¬ 
sary. 

Our policy regarding the neutral¬ 
ist countries might be corrected, 
he suggested, by a conscientious 
effort of the citizenry In writing let¬ 
ters to Washington officials. 

In a mild Southern accent the 
senator expressed regret at the 
manner in which we have handled 
Katanga. "We talk and preach self- 
determination . . . We’re trying to 
force Katanga and its president, 
Moise Tshombe, into Communist 
control . . . We’ve got to be friend¬ 
ly," he said. 

Other high points of the address 
at Westcott Auditorium Included 
comments on muzzling the military: 
"Communism is our enemy and I feel 
the military ought to be able to tell 
the military . . . about it*.’ 
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FROM THE EDITOR — 

During the late 1920‘s and early 1930’s the liberal 
element In this nation, after being fostered at Harvard for 
three decades, discovered its chance to exploit the un¬ 
fortunate circumstances of a free society In political, 
economic, and social upheaval and has continued to do so 
through eight presidential terms. Rather than adhering to 
a proven philosophy of free enterprise and individual 
lineTtv.* our nation, accompanied by the New Deal and 
'Brain Trust', set out on an uncertain Journey toward 
liberalism In its moat awesome and untried form. By 
increased social legislation, expansion of the national 
bureaucracy, Intervention Into state and civil affairs, 
and encroachments upon the free enterprise system, the 
liberal moved this nation toward socialism. Such efforts 
were further reinforced by depletion of our national sov¬ 
ereignty by the placement of American military personnel 
and 'authority Into the hands of foreign officials, partially 
successful attempts to alter the judicial authority of the 
American courts by the relinquishment of American Juris¬ 
diction to the International Court and adoption of a no-win, 
co-existence policy toward the Soviet conspiracy. With 
such Initial accomplishments to Its credit the liberal 
contingent had accomplished Its Immediate aims. To the 
liberal and his seemingly synonymous colleague theinter- 
hatlonal socialist the victory Is far from won and the 
Journey remains long, but his revitalized attempts to 
complete previous programs and enact new ones during 
this decade will shake this nation's politico-economic 
system to the core unless the one force which can halt 
such encroachments - American Conservatism - is ade¬ 
quately felt. 

The necessity for Young Americans for Freedom being 
an Integral part of this Conservative movement Is varied 
and complex. Even though Y.A.F. has accomplished a 
nr~-t deal, much remains to be done. Not only will the 
members of Y.A.F. he the Inceptors of rhe new campus 
movprr*'er. but In time they and their influents will also 
becon me heirs to the Conservative legislative and 
congressional establishments, and the Buckleys, Manions, 
and Kirks of tomorrow will be found among them. The 
decisively defined program for Y.A.F. in the next few 
years I•- a substantial step forward, but we Conservatives 
must never lax from our mission, for even with the estab¬ 
lishment of a dominantly Conservative government and 
national pattern of thought the mission will be maintenance 
rather than enactment. Wtth the development of active 
chapters on every campus in this nation and with Y.A.F. 
influencing the programs of both political parties by 
representing the voice of Conservative youth, then - just 
possibly - Y.A.F. can take a deep breath and say, "We 
have completed our first steps.” 

To those who do believe youth has the responsibility 
to participate in the political affairs of a nation and to all 
rhose concerned about the future of this nation, positive 
action must be initiated now and not later, for free Amer¬ 
ica lives or dies in the Soaring Sixties - let not history 
know this decade as the Socialist Sixties.

FRATERNITIES 

A current target of the forever restless U-Liberals of 
our fair land is an American Institution with a history 
leaching back to 1776, a total membership of close to 
three million, a roster of approximately 7,000 chapters 
and an admirable record of social, philanthropic and 
educational accomplishments -- the fraternity system. 

As their primary weapon, the Collectivists have seized 
upon a once-respected word arid using it as a wedge have 
succeeded, in some degree, in setting many students, 
professors and non-academic citizens against fraternities. 
The word Is "discriminate.” 

Because fraternities, like any other private group or 
:lub, have always been discriminating as to who should 
jr should not be allowed to join, they have now been accused 
af practicing 1962 discrimination, that is, of being anti- 
Negro (and of course, anti-progress). 

A worthy target, indeed, for the Utopians and their 
friends, who include, as one might suspect, the United 
States National Student Association. 

NSA has declared: “Clauses that restrict membership 
on the basis of race, color, religion, creed, national 
origin or political belief in student social organizations 
of higher education are injurious to the individual affected 
by such clauses and detrimental to the welfare of a 
democratic sociery . . .” 

While NSA has the right to issue such declarations 
(although not to claim to speak for 1 1/2 million students), 
it does not have the right to force what it considers to 
be proper conduct upon private voluntary organizations. 

It now remains for the fraternity system to consolidate 
its gains and to extend an offensive which it has begun in 
the past few years. Articles have been written suggesting 
better public relations, a greater emphasis on scholar¬ 
ship, promotion of fraternity fundamentals, continuing par¬ 
ticipation In significant college activities and a more 
careful selection of young men and women who sincerely 
desire membership in Greek societies. 

That is, fraternities are solving their problems in 
their way without seeking advice from the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare or the National Student 
Association, which accounts, in no small way, one may 
assume, for the low regard which NSA has for the fraternity 
system. 

Fraternities, it would seem, are very much in the same 
position as the entire conservative movement regarding 
the rights of minorities. To prove that he is not anti-Negro 
or anti-Catholic or anti-Jew in the eyes of an 11-Llberal, 
a conservative apparently is expected to wine, dine or, 
perhaps, marry one, thereby, destroying his own integrity 
at the gaining of a false acceptance of the other. In fact, 
there are Negroes, Catholics, Jews, atheists and even 
Liberals in the conservative movement just as represen¬ 
tatives of these groups can be found In the fraternity 
system. 

Fraternities and sororities should emphasize their 
accomplishments: the welfare projects of every fraternity 
to help orphans, the aged, and the sick; the countless 
philanthropic endeavors of fraternities and sororities 
over the years. No accurate compilation of these projects 
is presently available and the fraternity system should 
make it a point to publish one. 

Fraternities must continue their counter-attack, rea¬ 
sonably, positively and with pride in a record stretching 
back nearly MO years.

THE FUTURE OF FRfrEDCM 
BELONGS TO OUR YOUNG PEOPLE

When I waa a student at Clemson College, our country 
seemed secure In Its liberties. We had recently won a 
world war and had thus served notice to the world that 
the United States, which had been born In liberty and 
nourished on the fruits of free enterprise, was no longer 
a young struggling nation but a world leader and a model 
for other nations to emulate. 

In the Intervening years, our nation became Involved In 
another world war to eliminate the threat of fascist 
tyranny. Subsequently we have become 
engaged In a protracted conflict, often 
referred to as the cold war. The cold 
war has erupted into hot war on occasion 
and has threatened the security and lib¬ 
erties of free people everywhere. This 
cold war was spawned by another group 
—the forces of world communism-— 
seeking to Impose Its will on the rest of 
the world by any means necessary. 

THURMOND The °nly t htn g which has kept the Com¬ 
munists from overrunning the entire world 
has been the might ‘and power of the United States, when 
this might and power has been brandished or used. 
Communist successes have been made possible in many 
instances by naiveness on the part of our policy planners 
and executors. In general, they have been naive because 
they have not understood the many facets of the communist 
threat. This has caused them to believe that the communist 
aggressive designs could be deterred by sweetness and 
light and that the communists would mellow or evolve Into 
peaceful socialists. 

Cuba Is a classic example of the end results which 
such fuzzy thinking about communism can bring. Our 
policy was to leave communism alone so that the forces 
of evolution might set to work to change into a peaceful 
socialist state. As in every other case since World War n 
when we have firmly called the bluff of the communists, 
they backed down. We should have backed them down all 
the way out of the western hemisphere, and we didn't. 

There are many lessons to learn from the story of 
Cuba. 

We should have learned from our experience in Cuba that 
we cannot depend on the communists to change into 
peaceful socialists, and that certainly we cannot accept 
their word to abide by any agreements except those which 
suit their purposes. 

The future of this country belongs to you, our young 
people. It is your future which is being threatened by the 
onward march of communism. It Is your future which Is 
being threatened at home by toleration of continued deficit 
spending, centralization of power, and increased welfare 
statism. The threat to liberty rises with every communist 
gain on the world scene and with every action at home— 
whether it be by the Executive, Legislative, or Judicial 
Branches of government—which takes more power and 
liberty from the States‘and the people and transfers it to 
Washington. 

1 ufge that you give much consideration and study 
toward formulating what your role will be in charting 
the future course of our country. I hope you will choose 
to stand with personal liberty and opportunity over personal 
security; determine to insure that your country will always 
be fully prepared to meet any threat; and make sure your 
country will have the will and determination to win any 
conflt ‘1 posed by communism or any other lam. 


A Conservative •

In Florida, both for Senate and House candidates, late In 
October, and I was delighted with the strength of the 
Republican conservative movement. 

I use the term "Republican conservative" advisedly, 
because there is little future for the conservative In the 
Democratic party. It Is taken over, bag and baggage, almost 
everywhere by the liberals. 

Certainly, this Is true at the national level. The Kennedy 
administration is run by Intellectuals with massive con¬ 
ceits, who are trying hard to create a regimented society 
In our great land. 

A distinguished Southern Senator, s great conservative, 
has told me repeatedly that during his 30 years in the 
Senate, from FDR to JFK, he has never seen an adminis¬ 
tration with such a grab for power.

No matter how efficient and effective are our various 
agencies of law enforcement, Communist penetration, like 
crime and vice, cannot be eradicated. But by vigilance we 
can keep them within bounds and prevent them from de¬ 
stroying our society..__ _ __ _ _ ,_ 

I would like to warn the American people not to suc¬ 
cumb to the ever-increasing efforts upon the part of the 
Communists and the left-wing crowd in 
this country to abolish the House Commit¬ 
tee on Un-American Activities. Many 
well-meaning people fall for the argument 
that the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
and other intelligence agencies of our 
government are capable of dealing with 
any threat to our Internal security. 

We must remember that the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, the Department of 
Justice, and the courts can act only 

SCHERER through laws or statutes; that the Congress 
alone can provide these laws. 

It must be remembered that the Communist apparatus 
has time and time again found loopholes in existing laws 
and ways and means to circumvent our laws in carrying 
out its nefarious work. A long series of decisions by the 
Supreme Court has established this fact. 

Only a Congressional investigating committee, expertly 
trained in the field of Communist subversion, can determine 
needed amendments to the law and necessary new statutes 
to meet the ever-changing techniques of the Communist 
apparatus in its efforts to destroy us from within. Only 
such a Congressional Investigating committee can rec¬ 
ommend-to the Congress 'these legislative-tools needed- 
by the F.B.I., the Justice Department, and the courts 
in order to enable them to meet the greatest peril of our 
day.

The American 
people are thus enabled to better understand and recognize 
Communist activity when they meet It head-on in the shop. 
In the school, in the church, and in other fields of Amer¬ 
ican life. 

We must ever keep In mind that the threat to our 
survival from International Communism is both from 
without and from within. We must ever remember that the 
Kremlin’s greatest successes in the last forty years have 
come more from the use of the new weapon of warfare, 
namely, internal subversion. 


Cramer Views 
88th Congress 

The 88th Congress will be one of the most crucial in 
recent years in terms of its effect upon our individual 
freedoms, constitutional government, fiscal responsibility, 
states rights and our free enterprise system.

THE SHARON 
STATEMENT 




"Adopted in Conference at Sharon, Con¬ 
necticut, September 9-11, I960." 

IN THIS TIME of moral and political crisis. 
It is the responsibility of the youth of America 
to affirm certain eternal truths. 

WE as young conservatives, believe: 
That foremost among the transcendent values 
is the individual's use of his God-given free will, 
whence derives his right to be free from the re¬ 
strictions of arbitrary force; 

That liberty is indivisible, and that political 
freedom cannot long exist without economic 
freedom; 

That the purposes of government are to protect 
these freedoms through the preservation of in¬ 
ternal order, the provision of notional defense, 
and the administration of justice; 

That when government ventures beyond these 
rightful functions, It accumulates power which 
tends to diminish order and liberty; 

That the Constitution of the United States is the 
best arrangement yet devised for empowering 
government to fulfill Its proper role, while re¬ 
straining it from the concentration and abuse 
of power; 

That the genius of the Constitution—the division 
of powers—is summed up in the clause which 
reserves primacy to the several states, or to the 
people, tn those spheres not specifically dele¬ 
gated to the Federal Government; 

That Hie market economy, allocating resources 
by the free play of supply and demand, is the 
single economic system compatible with the re¬ 
quirements of personal freedom and constitu¬ 
tional government, and that it Is at the same 
time the most productive supplier of human 
needs; 

That when government Interferes with the work 
of the market economy, it tends to reduce the 
moral and physical strength of the nation; that 
when it lakes from one man to bestow on 
another, It diminishes the incentive of the first, 
the integrity of the second, and the moral au¬ 
tonomy of both; 

That we will be free only so long as the national 
sovereignty of the United States is secure; that 
history shows periods of freedom are rare, and 
can exist only when free citizens concerledly de¬ 
fend their rights against all enemies; 

That the forces of international Communism 
are, at present, the greatest single threat to 
these liberties: 

That the United Stales should slress victory 
over, rather than coexistence with, this menace; 
and 

That American foreign policy must be judged 
by thin criterion: dDct it serve the just interests 
of the United Statre?
